House Halves Europe 
Arms Aid Program 


Deals Hard 
Blow To 
Truman Men 


Washington, t Aug. 18—(AP) 
The House tonight approved 
on $869,505,000 program of 
orming foreign nations after 
dealing the administration 
a 
blow 
by 
halving

fund 
sought for European countries. 


The vote on final passage 
was 238 to 122. 


The members slashed $580,- 
495,000 from the program de- 
signed 
to 
strengthen 
non- 
communist 
nations 
against 
Russian aggression. 


The entire cut was made in the 
funds sought for western European 
-members of the 
North 
Atlantic 
Security treaty. 
Bill Goes To Senate 


The bill now goes to the Senate. 
The cut, contained in an amend- 
ment by Rep. Richards (D-SC), also 
limited the whole rearmament un- 
dertaking to next June 30, whereas 
Mr. Truman planned it for two 
years.

Imperial Wizard 
Green of KKK Dies 
Of Heart Attack 


Atlanta, Aug. 18— yJP/ —Imperial 
Wizard Samuel Green of the ku 
Klux Klan, a thin, fanatical little 
man, died suddenly tonight. 


The 59-year-old physician, 
who 
had complained of chest pains for a 
week, succumbed to a heart attack 
at lu's home just a 
few minutes 


after 6 p.m. 


He died as the Klan. and much 
thai: the Klt.i stood for. faecd a 
:ivKg tide cf antagonistic public 
oi; r>jon. 


For months prior to his death, 
he had been the target for news- 
papers and public oificials who laid 
many acts of violence in the south 
at the Klan's doorstep. 


Bitterly, Dr. Green claimed he 
was the subject of newspaper "'per- 
secution," and issued what amount- 
ed to a standing denial that his or 
ganization was to blame for any- 
thing. 


He said time and again that any 
Klansman found violating the law 
would be banished from the "In 
visible Empire ' over which he held 
sway.

Association of Georgia Klan, came 
from Attorney General Tom Clarl:

In the Senate, hearings on the 
program continued today before the 
combined Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services committees. 


The Richards amendment made 
no changes in the $211,370,000 mil- 
itary aid requested for Greece and 
Turkey, and $27,640,000 
for Iran, 
Korea and the Philippines. 


The only other major change in 
the bill requires that half the sup- 
plies sent abroad must be shipped 
in United States vessels and at pre- 
vailing shipping rates. It was ad- 
opted by voice vote. 


The amendment was offered by 
Rep. Bonner (D-NC). who said its 
purpose was to guarantee that not 
all the shipping went to foreign mer- 
chant vessels because of lower ship- 
ping and labor costs.

Secret testimony flatly contra- 
dicting

the deep freezer gifts sent to 
Washington notables, includ- 
ing Mrs. Harry S. Truman, was 
released today by Senate in- 
vestigators. 


It showed that Albert J. Gross, 
Milwaukee 
manufacturer 
of 
the 
freezers, told the five percenter in- 
quiry on Monday that the freezers 
were not "perimental" ones and 
were not "factory rejects." He said 
of rejects "we had no such animal." 


The senate investigating 
com- 
mittee released the testimony only 
a few hours after President Truman 
tola a news conference that "most 
of the favorable - testimony" con- 
cerning his military aide had been 
taken behind closed doors. 
• Mr. Truman added that the un- 
favorable side had been presented 
at public hearings. 
The President 
made the comment in urging that 
in common fairness' judgement be 
suspended on Vaughan until he has 
been heard by the committee. 


The transcript released a few 
pages at a time late today showed 
that testimony along the same line 
as that of gross' was given by Robert 
J. Quirk, a supplier for the gross 
firm, and Harry Hoffman. 


Hoffman, a Milwaukee advertising 
man, said he obtained the freezers 
from the gross firm for the Albert 
J. Verley Perfume Co., Chicago. The

Rome, Aug. 18—(JP)—Two Amer- 
ican mountain 
climber:; plunged 
thousands of feet to their deaths 
today from Mont Blanc, in the 
French-Italian Alps. II is the high- 
est peak in Europe. 


A dispatch from Courmayeur, in 
northern Italy, listed the victims asjfantry regiment stationed 
Dr. John Frederick Spech, 29, a 
chemist, and James Graham Mac- 
Nears, 21, university student from 
Peoria, 111. 


The dispatch said they were kill- 
ed about noon local time (4 a.m. 
CST) when MacNears' climbing rope 
gave way. In his fall he dragged 
Spech from the peak on Mont Blanc 
known as The Giant's Tooth. 


The bodies were recovered by 
guides and taken to a mortuary in 
Courmayeur. 


The two Americans were the fifth 
and sixth victims to die in recent 
days on Mont Blanc. Freakish sum- 
mer snows have blanketed many of 
the Alpine peaks, making moun- 
tain climbing extremely hazardous. 


Mont Blanc is 15,781 feet high. 


Helsinki, Finland, Aug. 18—(JP)— 
Troops were called out today fol- 
lowing the first outbreak of violence 
in a new Communist strike offen- 
sive. 
A government official said 
the offensive is designed to make 
Finland into a Communist state. 


The first skirmish was hi the 
lumbering town of Kemi, in north- 
ern Finland, on the gulf of Bothnia. 
Police and striking lumberjacks ex- 
changed fire after up to 1,500 strik- 
ers smashed through police lines in 
an effort to attack workers who 
were reporting for duty at a timber- 
sortink dam. 
Both Sides Fire 


Police, struggling to disperse the 
surging lumberjacks with 
black- 
jacks 
and 
teargas 
bombs, fired 
warnings, they said, into the air. 
The strikers retaliated with pistol 
fhe.

60 miles south of Emi, said one 
striker, was killed and nine other 
persons, including three policemen, 
were injured.
